Trooper Every 9 Miles 


Alarmed at the high rate of slaughter 
on the New Jersey Turnpike, the Turnpike 
Authority has taken what some may con-

sider radical steps to make the highway 
safer. 

Ten unmarked black police cars were 
put in operation to control speeding and 
other kinds of recklessness. The highway 
police were told to watch for such dan- 
gerous driving habits as: bumper-to-bum- 
per driving; switching from 
lane to lane; use of express lanes except 
for passing; driving at less than 35 miles 
an hour: drunken driving: U-turns over 
the median strip; hitch-hiking; driving 
with faulty tail or headlights. 
As a result of the stepped-up vigilance,

jumped from 2,894 in 1952 to 15,339 last 
vear. The number of accidents dropped 
from 713 to 584 and the number of deaths 
by 20 per cent, from 47 to 36 deaths. 

For a 110-mile highway, 36 deaths is 
still a shameful toll. 

The Turnpike Authority knows that, so 
last November it increased the size of the 
police force to 77 officers and troopers. 
That means one trooper for each nine- 
mile section of highway. 

Each trooper on the Georgia State Pa- 
trol, by contrast, is charged with enforc- 
ing traffic laws on 150 to 175 miles of 
state highways. Of course, not many of 
our highways carry the traffic that the 
New Jersey Turnpike does. But they 
carry enough to demand a larger patrol if 
the traffic accident and death rate is to be 
materially reduced.

The Georgia Association of Soil Conservation District Supervisors 
met in Atlanta recently and pledged themselves to work for sound 
laws to protect one of our most valuable and abused resources, 


water. ' 

R. M. Stiles of Cartersville,;a 
member of the group, pointed out 
that 100 years ago Georgians used 
an average of two gallons of avater 
a day. Presumably it went for 
personal consumption; cleanliness 
and cooking. 

Today the per capita figure has 
risen to nearly 200 gallons daily, 
and we have a lot more capita 
around than we had in the 1850s. 

Industry has become a tremen- 
dous user of water and in our per- 
sonal lives we use more water 
than ever before. No longer do we 
dole it sparingly from a bucket, 
but turn on the faucet and let it 
flow. Air conditioning uses a lot of 
water, and a great deal of our 
electric power is generated by the 
force of water. 


Water is one of the things we 
have been able to take for granted 
in the fortunate Southeast, for our 
rainfall has been more than ade- 
quate. We don’t have the worries 
of the drv West where Water's uses 
are regulated by stringent laws, 
but. those days may be coming for 
us too. 

Fach forward surge in popula- 
tion, each new industry that lo- 
cates here means more uses for 
water and more users too. Rain- 
fall remains fairly constant, but 
those who use it-after it has slid 
into the rivers or seeped into the 
ground are on the increase. 

The sources of the water used 
by man are surface and ground. 
Creeks and rivers with their fluc- 
tuating flow (usually lowest when 
water is wanted and needed most 
badly), supply many of our cities

| that time only a theoretical meth- 
od of accomplishing the fusion re- 
action, heart of the hydrogen 
bomb, was known to our scien- 
tists, and several of them openly 
doubted such a weapon could be 
successfully built. 

The reasons for their doubts 
were based on the then known 
facts. The early studies at Los 
Alamos, N.M., in 1944 and 1945 
—_ indicated that the fusion re- 
action, namely, the fusing of two 
inuciei of light elements into a

idoes not exist in nature, and to 
produce it in quantity would be 
extremely costly in money and in 
precious strategic materials. For 
‘example, it was realized that it 
'wquid require the sacrifice of 80 
kilograms of plutonium, the man- 
made atomic bomb fissionable 
‘element, to produce one kilogram 
‘of tritium. 

What made it worse, tritium 
is a radioactive element that de- 
cays at the rate of 50 per cent 
every 12 years. In other words. 
a pound of tritium in 1954 would 
be only half a pound in 1966. 
SEEK LIQUID 

Another major obstacle was 
the fact that deuterium and tri- 
tlum could not be used in their 
normally gaseous state but had to 
be liquified before they would 
undergo a fusion reaction. Liquid 
hydrogen boils (that is, “reverts 
to gas) at a temperature of 


scientists and engineers have Mendous difficulty, for tritium 


it must be placed in a vacuum 
vessel surrounded by an outer 
vessel of liquid air. 

Yet shortly after President Tru- 
man gave his order, it was de- 
cided to build a huge atomic fur- 
nace (nuclear reactor) near Al- 
ken, S.C., to produce relatively 
enormous quantities of tritium. 
The plant, built by Du Pont, was 
to cost $1,256,000,000. As far as 
is known it is not yet in full 
operation. 

Then there were the enormous 
obstacles of temperature and 
time. To produce the fusion re- 
action a temperature of about 
100,000,000 degrees was required. 
Such a temperature, it was 
known, is produced in the con- 
ventional atomic fission bomb at 
the instant of its explosion, but 
unfortunately it lasts only a very 
short time, measured in terms of 
millionths of a second. 


The question was: is the time 


long enough to produce the fusion 


“included experiments contribut- 
‘ing to thermonuclear weapons re- 
search.” 

This may well rank with one of 
the great understatements of his- 
tory. For it was at these tests 
that what we learned yesterday 
was “‘a prototype’ of the megaton 
range hydrogen bombs was first 
successfully tested. It was the 
first pictures of this experiment 
that were released to the world 
‘yesterday. 


JUMP AHEAD 

It now becomes clear that only 
a few months passed from the 
time when the feasibility of the 
fusion reaction was first demon- 
strated to the day in November 
1952 when the first full-scale hy- 
drogen bomb exploded with the 
power of five negatons, ‘“‘the 
largest man-made explosion ever 
witnessed to that date.”’ 

The entire history # science 
fails to reveal such an enormous

April, parched or puddled, is blos- 
soming out with sweets and sours.
